Huey P. Newton and Bobby Soa |e 
organlfcd the Black Panther Party 
for 5elf Dcfense. TheySawtbeneed 
for Black peapje ia beenmo .iware 
of wh ai thls system was dol ng do uü 
In our communitles through their 
ge5tapo plg for co s. They also saw 
thaf If the Lun point program of the 
Black PAnth^r Party wlilch deuls 
wltli our baslc human rlghis, was 
noï acqülred tbrough legal means. 
tlicn we wou ld have co flght mr 
whai is righcfuliy ours. 

From tbc timp the Black Pan* 
ther Party starled to this day,(h.is 
ImpcrUjfsi citadel (stronghold) tl 
the u.s* ha» slamlercd t incarcera- 
tett gilled) 40(1 tuurde red Panther 
members and pcopk wbofollowthe 
Panther idcology. 

LU* Bobby Hutton wbo was the 
first momber of (he party was also 
the llrsi member tnurdered by 
thesebuffoonfooLs. Bobby was mwr- 
dered In April ol i96S„ and from 
that time right up toIJccember of 
J 969 chere have been 26 Pinchers 
killed and over lüO incarccrated 
tjallcd}.

AL) of tho DA's evidence consisled 
of Ihe fdgs verston of what happened 
on December 0, Ei was elearly obvlous 
to evoryone Ln the courtroom that ibf- 
pips we re lylng becauso- thelr tesit- 
monles, ln immy cases, contradlctcd 
each other, Bome of the plgs were 
staunch fihoulhorn crackers who 
eouldn' l evüiipronouncü ‘-negro 4- cor- 
rectly. The pügs tesllfted that thoy 
had several brleflnes prior to thelr 
n ds on December 8 r There wert' pe- 
tween 10 0-200 plgs al these briefings 
and even sonie federal agents wore 
present. TEm plgs planned how Ihey 
woiiid conduct thelr raids, huw ma&y 
men would partlclpate„who w-ouldiar- 
tlclpale, and w>hat types of weapons 
would be used Ir. the rnlds, Theyeven 
secured a search warrant «aylng thal 
the plgs Could come lo our home ln 
the rtilddle of the nichi, break down 
our door without knuckliiE or aiinoun - 


c|(ig ihemaeLvt'S, and ^hoot us lf thoy 
feit ]e hec.'ssar>'' The plus are tho 
on es eyullty at eonüplracy lo commlt 
iTiurdcr agolnst Panthers, but we stlll 
r.ic posslble death or llfe litiprlson- 
iie-nt becfl ius c' thtsplf power irtmeHjre 
condones and applauds the bruHsh t 
murderoUs acts of lts lackeys and 
chtimps--Lhe plgswlto rldc arouiLdand 
hllrass and hrutallze the pcople.

Even when the defense had the 
j soud ,k backing of tho constitution 
in rnaking thoSr motlons, rdg Judgo 
Hrown chose to defy thls counltys

constitmion. The plgs Ulegally selz#d 
sflv&ral artlclffl not named ln Ihe 
search wnrrarn and the Judge p ln so 
mnny words sald that the plgs had a 
sood rtason lo 1LLEGAS.LV selao 
these ulher llems. The wLmessea, 
nourt recorder, Judge, and DA'swore 
all worklng logelher Lo maks sa re that 
w e 5 J anthers dldn't récelve a just and 
fair hearings 

The pi es i n t he oyes of olher plgs 
w'cre vlciorlous because thoy suc- 
cseded in denylng Black people Ln 
ifeneral, and Black Panthors En par- 
UevUr, a fair trial. Bul the LA t& 
we re the vlctar-s on December 0, and 
weTe stlll the vlctors on January 23. 
Wc stuud up tn defensc of our lives, 
Jn defonse of uur homes, and |n un- 
dylng luvé for the ptfople The peo- 
ple sa wed us--LLke Hoey said^ 4, thn 
Roepie"s spirit is greater than tho 
man's lechtioloEy." Thls theoryagaln 
wis put Int o pracLlco that last dayof
